NE*BUBO, N. Y., Oct. 18.— This is one of the 


loveliest of lovely autumn days. The confidence 
of tbe people in glorious sunshine on the 18th 
of October has its vindication. During the 
preparations for this centennial celebration of 
Washington disbanding and taking leave of hia 
victorious army, all questions about possible 
rain were met wit.i the answer that for the past 
ten years the 18th of October has been clear and 
bright, anc. that the benediction of sunshine 
was expected. 
A great Crowd of people arrived 


by boats and trains last night, and thronged 
down the town streets. 
Many persons could not 


find lodgings, so crowded were the hotels and 
dwellings of the city and towns round about. 


TORCH IIOHT PROCESSIONS, 


firemen's displays, fireworks, and much enthu- 
siasm were the preparations last night for today. 
The bay was illuminated by e'ectrio lights 
along the river fnm a large number of vessels, 
including yachts, steamers and United States 
war ships, riding at anchor, made a picturesque 
scene. Biass bauds ana the fife and drum 
seemed now to be still during the night. Mayor 
Ware, held a reception in honor of the distin- 
guished guests at sunrise today.

vessels firec. salutes, and were responded to 
from the shore by cannon planted at the old 
Washington headquarters and elsewhere on both 
sides of the rivar, and by the ringing of all 
church bells. Immense tbronga of people were 
on the streets.

Frost Damage. 


FARGO. Oct. 18.—In regard to the assertion 


made last night in the Minneapolis Journal, that 
one third of tbe wheat in the Bed river valley 
was ceatroyec by an early frost, the Northern 
Pacific elevator company of this :ity, stated 
that in their territory extending forty miles 
wide on each side of the North Pacific railway 
the percentage of wheat injured in the manner 
above described is very slight. At only four of 
the elevators o^-t of fifty-three has any frosted 
wheat been received and at those the propor- 
tion did not exceeed two per cent out of the 
entire receipts. Near the Manitoba boundary 
and in Manito ia considerable cereal ia said to 
be injured, but tbe southern portion of the Bed 
river valley aeems to have almost entirely es- 
caped. 


Never Rains Bat Pours. 


SAN FRANSISCO, Oct. 18.—Guaymaa, Mexico, 


advices from Abtata report that the population 
of the town is decimated by yellow fever, the 
deaths averaging twenty daily for two weeks. 
On the 3d of October Abtata was struck by a 
hurricane, killing several people and destroying 
the greater part of the town. The inhabitanta 
sought refuge in the mountains. Several miles 
of tbe Smalloa Durango railroac track was torn 
up, the bridge over the Yuriacitos blown down. 
The depot machine sheds are the only buildings 
left standing. Private loss estimated at $50,000 
and with.the fever and hurricane the missing 
and" devastation is something terrible.

Sheep Culture on the Missouri (Slope. 


Dugold Campbell 
arrived yesterday with 


thirteen hundred sheep from Cheyenne, Wyom- 
ing. 
He purchased them in April last, drove 


them to the Black Hills where they grazed dur- 
ing the summer, and has now driven them over 
the old stage road from the Black Hills to Bis- 
marck, arriving as stated. He lost but one 
sheep on this long tramp and landed them here 
in excellent condition for winter. He drives 
them from here to Glencoe, a few miles south of 
Bismarck where his ranch is located. This is 
really the beginning of an important industry 
in this county, worth far more to it than bonanza 
crops of wheat. The soil, climate and grasses 
of this region are peculiarly adapted to sheep 
culture. It is an industry that will not be 
seriously affected by lack of rainfall or early 
frosts so 'damaging to crops. It is better than 
cattle growing because returns are quicker and 
less capital is required to begin operations. It 
is to be hoped that the farmers of this region 
will watch this enterprise anc. profit by the ex- 
ample that is given them. 


A Mew Manufacturing Enterprise. 


. 
Mr. B. W. Franklin, of Philadelphia, a former 


manufacturer of that city, told a TRIBUNE re- 
porter yeatsrday that if his present plans were 
carried out he would start a sash, door and 
blind factory here in the spring. He qualified 
his remarks by saying that if an institution of 
this nature\»as established here by other parties 
before he could consummate his scheme, he 
would not undertake it. The arguments ad- 
vancec in favor of a factory for the manufac- 
ture of sash, doors and blinds are numerous and 
encouraging. In the first place, these are arti- 
cles which are more bulky than the lumber, and 
in shipping the lumber in manufacturing the 
articles here, a vast amount of freightage would 
be saved.

way: Dear Sir—A sunny summer spent in ram- 
jling in Dakota has given me an idea of its im- 
portance and' latent power never before enter- 
tained. The territory contains the elements of 
a great state, and the sooner it takes its place as 
such, adding its wealth and strength to the na- 
tion, the better for all concerned. But this un- 
fortunate controversy over its capital location, 
and the bitter teeiing thereby engendered be- 
tween the warring sections can only work injury 
to its prospects and retard its progress. The 
capita question is at the front, however.de- 
mandirg attepticn; and it must be answered in 
such a way that the people will acquiesce in the 
conclusion and the public mind be at rest in re- 
gard to it. How is this to be cone? The mat 
ter aas passec beyond the point where a discus- 
sion of the question upon its merits will avail 
anyt ling. It is only the legal status of it that 
will receive consideration, or even be given a 
bearing now. Tbe legal w ly out of the trouble, 
therefore, shoulc. be founc. and followed; for the 
path to the capital must not be over broken laws. 
The eminent counsel employed have doubtless 
exhausted >the field of legal argument, leaving 
little for tbe citizen except to extend to the con- 
stitured authorities pjmpathy and support in 
their efforts t^ uphold tho laws, and at thesame 
time to settle -he question that It wil eventually 
work to the benefit of the whole territory. Still, 
a few suggestions from an outsider may not be 
out of place. 


rJbe decision of Judge Edgertoa ousting the 


capital comrrUsioners from place, presumably 
was based upon the idea that they were officers 
and not mere agents of the legi-lative assembly 
anc. governor in selecting a site for the seat of 
government in the Territory, and, therefore, 
they shoulc. haVe been nominated by the gov 
ernor anc approved yy the legislative council 
then in session, as required by the organic act 
in case of other officers, before entering upon 
their duties. This view of the "decision is in 
harmony with tbe prayer of tae published peti- 
tion, as well as the scope of the order made by 
the court, and jno other construction of the deci- 
sion is consistent with the record of the case. 
C?he proceeding was apparently founded upon 
section 534 of -he Code of Dakota, and could 
only have been upheld on the ground that the 
^commissioners were persons who had usurped 
and intruded into or unlawfully held or exer- 
cised a "public office," as defined in that section. 
He must have found tbey were unlawfully exei- 
cising a ''public office ' to have maintained jur- 
ist iction of the cose. If they were such officers 
ds the law contemplates the governor snail nom- 
inate and the council approve, and not mere 
agents of the a-^embly and executive in looking 
np a capital site, it will be very difficult to suc- 
cessfully attack the decision. Whether he was 
right-or wrong, however, in so holding, is not 
vjry important, as the vacancies created by the 
cecision can again b -. failed by the governor, and 
those appointed will hold their positions nnt 1 
the end of the next session of the legislative 
council, anc that a blockale of the public bu-,i- 
ness be prevented.

But if 
tbe legislative approval of the kinc. of place 
proper for the seat of government after, as well 
as before the commissioners acted, be necessary, 
this may still be had and no court can assum0

The territory of Da-tota was 


oreatec by an act of congress passec. March 2, 
_85-,&ec. 12 being in substance the same as tbe 


' section cited, except that tbe one printed in tbe 
code is a provision common to all territories. 
It is, in fact, Sec. .885 of the Revised Statutes 
of the Jnited States, anc. the language is not 
the same as the organic act wholly, a.t aongh t le 
. variance is of np importance. Vhere is sti 1 an- 
' other provision of law, however, which must be 


read to c etermme tbe limit anc. measure of 
power vested in tbe 
egislative anc. executive 


branches over this question. It is founc. among 
the provisions concerning particular organized 
territories in the statutes referred to at page 341, 
and is as follows: 


Sec. 1944. Tbe seat of government of tbe 


territories of New Mexico, Utah, Washington, 
Colorado, Dakota, Oregon and Wyoming may be 
changed by the governors nnd legislative assem- 
blies thereof respectively. 


The next section recognizes the right of the 


assemblies to chanece tbe capitals in Icabo and 
Montana, but when exercised by the assemblies 
alone limits it. 
This provision (Sec. 1944) 


plainly seems intended to confer the power 
upon the governor, as well as upon the as- 
sembly, severally, to change the seat of govern- 
ment in Dakota, and if so it may be exercised 
by either separately. Unless the word "respec- 
tively" was put in to distribute the power equally 
and confer it upon the legislative and executive 
departments severally its use was a blunder. 
The word must be wrenched from its moorings, 
anc.^ left to drift without purpose in the sentence 
unless this meaning be give i it. The limitation 
upon the same power when exercised by the as- 
sembly alone in certain other territories con- 
tained in the next section, follows, tiis construc- 
tion. Besides, the assembly and governor pos- 
sessed the power jointly before this provision 
was incorporated in the statute, and it cannot be 
supposec could co so absurd and useless a thing 
as to confer upon them again a power they al- 
ready had or re-enact an existing law. 
It was 


manifestly intented for a new departure—a new 
law and a different disposition of power than 
before existed, and, having been passed since 
the organic act, with special reference to this 
territory as well as others, it must be enforced 
as it reads, unless repealed, and I have seen no 
law repealing it directly, or° by implication even 
The legal way out of the drflculties surround- 
ing the present capital situation in the territory 
is, therefore, plain and simple. Tie governor 
has full power to act in the premis s independ- 
ently of the legislative or judicial departments. 


I may be permitted to add I have no possible 


interest in the controversy other than snch as 
arises from the discussion of a curious legal 
question.

States waa that in the five 
cases commonly known SB civil rigSts cases, 
which were submitted to tba oooit on printec 
arguments about a year ago

THESE CASES 


were all based on the firsthand second sections of 
civil rights a t of '75 anc were respectively 
prosecutions under that act for not admitting 
certain colored persons to equal accomodations 
and privileges in hotels, railroad cars and 
theatres.

to citiz ns of every race and color, regardless of

CONDITION OF SERVITUDE. 


The third section provides that any person who 
vio.ates the first section shall be liable to forfeit 
five hundred dollars for each offense, to be re- 
covered in civil action and also to a penalty of 
from 3500 to 8600 fine or imprisonment for 
thirty days, the act to be enforced in criminal 
prosecutions. Exclusive jurisdiction is given to 
district and circuit courts of the United States 
in cases arising under this law. 
The rights 


and privileges claimed by and denied to colored 
people in this act were fnll and equal accommo; 
dations in hotels, ladies' cars on railroads and 
the dress circles of theatres. 
The court, in a 


long and carefully preparec. opinion by Judge 
Bradly held, first, that congress has no constitu- 
tional authority to pass the sections in question 
nncer either the thirteenth or fourteenth amend- 
ments to the constitution; second, that the four- 
teenth amendment is a prohibition on states 
only, and that the legislation as therein adopted 
by congress for enforcing that amendment, is 
not direct legislation on the matter respecting 
which states are prohibited from making or en- 
forcing certain laws or certain acts, but its cor- 
rection.

Brewster an answer to bin communication ad- 
dressed to the president, alleging that the color- 
ed people of Arkansas are suffering certain 
grievances at the hursd-i not only of private 
persons but of civil authorities. The attorney 
general says "Your statement has received care 
ful attention for no good citizen, whether in 
public or private station will regard with in- 
difference injuries such as those under which 
these people are said to be laboring.

Yulee that it WHS somewhat humiliating to the 
blue blood of the blue grass region of Kentucky 
to consent to a union with that of the plebeian 
Jewish race, anc. as he was then only a repre 
seiitative in congress,while she was the daughter 
of a cabinet minister, he must at .east get to be 
a senator of the United States before the ming- 
ling of bloods could be permitted. And a 
senator he was before they were married, but 
whether in consequence ot the coquette's wily 
arts, or a fortunate turn in affairs which led to 
Mr. Yulee's political advancement, is not for us 
to cay.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—A decision was ren- 


dered by the supreme court) in five civil rights 
case*, based on first and second sections of the 
civil rights act of March 1, 
They are respec- 


tively: Prosecutions undet the act for not ad" 
rmtting certain colorec. persons to accommoda- 
tions and privilege. <* in hotels, railroad cars and 
theatres. The courtl held that congress has no 
conslit utional authority to pass on the sections 
in question, under either the thirteenth or four - 
fc'enth amendments'to the constitution. The 
decision, however, was he c. to apply only to 
valuh'y in states and not in territories or in the 
District of Columbus, which proves that con- 
gress is unlimited so far as statutes are con- 
cerned. The cwo sections above referred to are 
unconstitutional. 
J ustice Arnold rendered the

opinion, Justice Harjan dissenting.

The outrage and murder of Mrs. Amblf-r is 


a lesson which shoal J i^it pass unnoticed by 
that iar~e number of "j-oung, strong fear- 
less"' women whom youth, strength, anc 
courage lead to forgetful lies;, or uncoristious- 
ne«-s of tbe peculiar danger of their sex. 
When I think of the numbers of such women 
tor whom I have trembler!, I wondt-r that 
such crimes are of so rare occurrence. 


Tjat spirit of independence, that c_aim of 


equality with men, which has been so dili- 
gently fostered by the mistaken friends of 
woman suffrage, is responsible for a good 
dea. of recklessness on the part of thousands 
of women. 


From the first woman-rights convention it 


ha been common for t le people who origi- 
nated and maintain them to ridicule the idea 
of woman's iiee<l of protection. In the third 
one ever he^d I was voted down and ac- 
eotmtec an enemy of my sex for insisting 
that one of the primary rights of woman is 
protection by her male friends from all phys- 
ical danger, and for urging- that there never 
could lie a time \\heu woman could afforc 
to dispense \\ ith protection. The flood-tide 
of "reform" was so strongly set against me 
that, it being my first appearance in such 
convention, it was my last for twenty years, 
and lor over thirty years I have been much 
more anxious to see woman emancipated 
from the influence of the fa'se guides of 
equality and independence than from any 
form of oppression consequent upon the old 
order of things. 


This unfortunate woman, Mi-s. Ambler, 


was in the habit of walking alone a short dis- 
tance from a railroad station to her father's 
house, and of positively refusing the escort 
of the man whose first duty it was to pretect 
her. 
This habit was known, of course, anc 


was a notification to all ruffians, just as the 
seeping of large sums of money in a house is 
a notification to burglars. The independence 
which leads any woman to re y upon herself 
in such manner is criminal, and one who per- 
sists in it should bo treated by her f rient-s as 
a lunatic and fi.rm.shed with a guardian. 


Any woman who attempts -such a role to 


be in the least consistent should be thor- 
oughly armed and accustomed to the use of 
dirk and pistol, besides having given proof of 
coolness in the face of c anger. Tie horror 
one feels at thought of the fate of this 
"young, strong, fearless" woman shou.d be 
turned to account as a warning to all other 
women, both for their own sake and for that 
ot the men who are in some degree uumaimec. 
by being discharged troru their post o.t duty 
as the natural protectors of the women they 
love or respect.

Wicker work-baskets are prettily trimmed 


by weaving in the openings inch-wide satin 
ribbon of a cardinal color. 
A row of this 


should ho threaded around the bent-over rim 
by putting the end of the ribbon through 
one opening, over one. and pull it through 
the third to the under side again, spreading 
out the ribbon on the upper side the full 
u uith in the center: weave the ribbon in this 
•* av all around the edge, and join tbe ends 
on top with a little bow

side of the basket fasten a little square cush- 
ion, tor pins and loose needless, with a piece 
of ribbon placed diagonally around it and 
tied lu a bow to the basket edge. Unless ^tlie 
Ijottom of the basket is very firm and close, 
tit a pasteboard exactly to it, anil cover 
neatly with silesia of the same shaile as the 
ribbon used.

Between Burr and Hamilton.

Aaron Burr had already fought one cue 


there four vears previously, ana Gen. "ami - 
ton's siaiyKad been milled there in the autumn 
of 1801 -flirough a quarrel that topk place in 
a theatre. The young man was shot in the 
right side, a oove the hip, through the body, 
and the ba.l .ocged in tae left arm. 
Like 


his father, he was boateo. over to the city, 
and died in a few hours after. 


Che eminent De Witt C-inton a_so fough- a 


cuel on this spot aoout two years before 
Hamilton 
fe^ with one of Col. Burr's ac- 


hereiits and twice Wounded his antagonist. 
The cause of 3urr"s challenging Hamilton, as 
is we 1 known, was tne opposition tje at- 
ter made to his party, the federalists, assist- 
ing Burr to defeat the regu_ar Republican 
candidate for governor of New York, as he 
baa pi eviously opposed the Feceralists elect- 
ing Burr president in p.ace of Jefferson. 


Burr spent the night before ~he duel writ- 


ing letters, one to his daughter, who was 
married in South Carolina, anc in the morn- 
ing a few of his friends came together at his 
house in what is now Fulton street, and car- 
ried lim to the river shore anc crossed with 
i' i, arriving on the fatal field at half-past 
C o'clock. Burr aimself, with his second, 
t '">k off their coats aud jegan to remove the 
vncerbrus a, and while they were doing so 
Itamilton's party arrived, anc principals and 
seconds bowed to each other. The distance 
was measurec., ten full paces. 
Hamilton 


chose the best position, and hac "the word," 
and he faced the city of New York, which he 
had seen to grow, partly under his wise 
providence, to 3e already t le emporium of 
the now worlc. Burr faced the rocks, hara 
as his destiny was henceforward to be. The 
grandfather of George H. Pendleton, of Ohio, 
gave Hamilton his position, saying: "WL1 
you have the hair spring set.'" 


"Not this time." 
The word was merely "present." Aftert.ie 


first shot from either, the opposite second be- 
gan to count, "one, two, three—fire!" and 
during this recital the fire had to be returned. 
Tbe two eminent men fired almost together, 
and Hamilton's pistol seemed to jave gone off 
involuntarily. 
Hamilton sank "down, auc 


Burr advancing a step, as if to help him, sud- 
denly turned around, and a friend raised an 
umbrella over jim and hurried him to his 
boat, when he immediately went to New 
York—and to breakfast. 


Che ball had struck Hamilton in one of the 


rite and fractured it, passing througl^the liver 
anc diaphragm and lodged in one of tho ver- 
tebrae. 


His countenance assumed a 1 i vid expression, 


and he uttered the words, "Tnis is a mortal 
wound, doctor," and swooned. Ke was carried 
into his boat and rowed over the river, and 
died the following day in the afternoon, at the 
early age of 48.

There recently came to Washington for per- 


manent residence a man who "cornea down to us 
from a former generation"—who belongs to a 
political age that ended with the war of the re- 
bellion—but who is now active and energetic in 
general' business and enterprising as a railroad 
builder. He was a su 3ject of King Cotton and 
highly enjoyed a diet of red-hot things when 
fire eating prevailed in the days of ante be.lum 
politics. He was in the United States senate 
when none who are now members of it were 
there except Anthony, of "Jhode Island. This 
ex-senator does not cling to the past nor believe 
fora moment that he is out of the land of the 
living. He does not obscure himself nor brood 
over the

The residence he has purchased is on Massachu- 
setts avenue facing the Thomas Circle and the 
statue of a hero of a war in whioa he was one of 
the vanquished. On the opposite side of this 
circle is the residence of General Schenck also 
an opponent, political and military, of the ex. 
senator, and next to it is that of Jlobert '_\ Lin- 
coln. Directly south and across the street from 
where our relict of antiquity lives are the homes 
of Senators Allison, of Iowa, and Morrill, of 
Vermont. Just west of him is that of Edmunds, 
of Vermont, now in the line of succession to the 
presidency. In the midst of this group of men 
opposed to him in all political sentiment mak- 
ing the division of parses, the Hon. David 
Levy Yulee, formerly representing Florida in 
the senate, has settled lr'mnelf by the purchase 
of an elegant residence. The louse occupies 
the eastern end of a terrace, fronts east and 
south, and has a commanding view in all direc- 
tions, as two rectangular streets and two diago- 
na^aveuues cross at the point designated as the 
Thomas Circle. 


Mr. Yulee's family name is Levy, and Levy 


county, Florida, in which is the gulf part 01 
Cedar, Ky., was so named for his father. It is 
said he added the name of Yulee to please bis 
intended wife, as she objected to wearing the 
Hebraic cognomen of Levy, and wanted some- 
thing more euphonious, if not more aristocratic, 
in sound. Mrs. Yulee was a Miss Wick iffe of 
Kentucky, daughter of a post master general of 
the long ago. She had all the pride of a Ken- 
tucky aristocratic family, was

It is said she intimated pretty plainly to Mr. 
Yulee that it WHS somewhat humiliating to the 
blue blood of the blue grass region of Kentucky 
to consent to a union with that of the plebeian 
Jewish race, and as he was then only a repre 
seritative in congress,while she was the daughter 
of a cabinet minister, he must at .east get to be 
a senator of the United States before the miog- 
ling of bloods could be permitted. And a 
senator be waa before they were married, but 
whether in consequence ot the coquette's wily 
arts, or a fortunate turn in affairs which led to 
Mr. Yulee's political advancement, is not for us 
to day. 


If there is any truth, however, in a Florida 


tradition, Miss Wickliffe did not have the ad- 
vantage of Mr. Yulee in blood and family. The 
legend runs that for several generations, at 
least, the ancestor., of Mr. Yulee reigned as em- 
perors of Morocco, and that his father, David 
Levy, was the son of the last emperor of that 
dynasty, a successful revolt having deprived him 
of hie throne. To escape the fatu of his father, 
who lost his life by the cord in the hands of his 
infuriated subjects, David Levy fled to Spain, 
from thence to Cuba, and finally settled in 
Florida, as the son of Mnrat, Napolton's king of 
Naples, did afterward. If there is truth in this 
legend tne aristocratic blood of Kentucky «.nd 
the royal blood of Morocco ming e and course 
through the veins of Misi Florida Yulee, who is 
said to be as handsomtt a^ was her mother in her 
maiden days, who is a finely educated and ac- 
complished young lady, and heiress to property 
in New York, Washington and Florida.

just after the war 
An amusing story is told of 


an Irish lawyer named Sullivan who effected 
his release. Some merchants of New York bad 
large interests at stake, involving righ s to prop- 
erty in some of the insurrectionary states and 
employed Sullivan as their attorney to stand 
between the government and themselves in the 
adjustment of their claims. He agreed to rep- 
resent them on condition that they would furn- 
ish him with everything for which he ma&e 
requisition. T ley consented to all his stipula- 
tions until he mentioned a canvass tent, bag- 
gage wagons, animal cages, and band of music 
and all the paraphanalia of a first class show. 
Explanations were wanted as to the uses and 
necessities of these things. Sullivan then stated 
to the merchants that he intended to put them 
in the cages and exhibit them throughout the 
country as the oiggest fools the world had pro- 
duced up to that time. "Why so?" was a ked. 
"Because the only man who can solve the diffi- 
culty in which you are involved, you permit to 
Je in prison.

Through the influence of these merchants, 


Mr. Yulee was taken from his military prison, 
the oath_of allegience administered and per- 
missior given him to go at will. 
Whether bis 


release ever uau any influence in the settlement 
of the business of the New York merchants, I 
never learned. 
One thing, however, was certain. 


Sullivan was Mr. Yulee's lawyer, and he gained 
one case at law, without goir g throngh the 
tedious forms of either a civil or military court. 


3efore the war, Mr. Yule • built the railroad 


from Fernandina to Cedar Key. receiving a land 
grant from congress, in aid of its construction- 
The grant also provided for an extensioa from 
Waldo to Tampa. The war prevented t je bnil '- 
ing of this extension, and there was no tecogni- 
tion of the lana grant for it until Schnrz's 
administration of the interior depa tment, 
when, under a decision of the supreme court, 
the lands originally gianted to the road were 
withdrawn from market and treated as railroad 
_ands. Thia extension has reached nearly one

in Bismarck, with the intention of practicing 
law, was a fiction, but it brought me a flood of 
inquiries about the country, similar to yours, 
but no clients.

There is a good future before Bismarck. Tbe 


country naturally tributary to it extends over 
an area of five hundred miles northwest and 
west. The Missouri river is navigable f nil twice 
that distance above the town, and several rail- 
roacs will be built there within the next eigh- 
teen months. The immediate vicinity is a fair 
farming region. There is no doubt that stock 
raising can be made profitable there upon a 
scale similar to that adopted by the farmers of 
the Ohio and Mississippi valleys, wao, occupy- 
ing sma.l farms ot 160 to 320 acres each, strive 
o mingle stock raising with the cultivation of 
grain. No part of North Dakota, however, will 
ever produce hogs, for the seasons are too short 
for the profitable cultivation of corn. 


Good investments in uncultivated lands, at

area in a corresponding ratio. If it shall turn 
out that the country tributary to the North Pa- 
cific railroad will continue to develop into a 
wheat growing region, the world can then be 
assured of a neverfailing supply of bread. 


Your only inquiry not directly answered in 


this long letter concerns the practice of law at 
Bismarck.

When I think of the numbers of such women 
for whom I have trembler!, I wondt-r that 
such crimes are of so rare occurrence. 


Tjat spirit of independence, that claim of 


equality with men, which has been so dili- 
gently fostered by the mistaken friends of 
woman suffrage, is responsible for a good 
dea. of recklessness on the part of thousands 
of women. 


From the first woman-rights convention it 


ha been1 common for t le people who origi- 
nated and maintain them to ridicule the idea 
of woman's iiee<l of protection. In the third 
one ever he^d I was voted down and ae- 
eotintec. an enemy of my sex for insisting 
that one of the primary rights of woman is 
protection by her male friends from all phys- 
ical danger, and for urging- that there never 
could lie a time when woman could afforc 
to dispense with protection. 
The flood-tide 


of "reform" was so strongly set against me 
that, it being my first appearance in such 
convention, it was my last for twenty years, 
and lor over thirty years I have been much 
more anxious to see woman emancipated 
from the influence of the fa'se guides of 
equality and independence than from any 
form of oppression consequent upon the old 
order of things. 


This unfortunate woman, Mi's. Ambler, 


•was in the habit of walking alone a short dis- 
tance from a railroad station to her father's 
house, and of positively refusing the escort 
of the man whose first duty it'was to pretect 
her. 
This habit was known, of course, anc 


was a notification to all ruffians, just as the 
keeping of large sums of money in a house is 
a notification to burglars. The independence 
which leads any woman to re y upon herself 
in such manner is criminal, and one who per- 
sists in it should bu treatev_ by her f riont-s as 
a lunatic and fi.ruished with a guardian. 


Any woman who attempts -such a role to 


be in the least consistent should be thor- 
oughly armed ami accustomed to the use of 
dirk and pistol, besides having given proof of 
coolness in the face of c anger. T ie horror 
one feels at thought of the fate of this 
"young, strong, fearless" woman shou.d be 
turned to account as a warning to all other 
women, both for their own sake ami for that 
of the men who are in some degree uumannec. 
by being discharged from their post o.t' duty 
as the natural protectors of the women they 
love or respect.

the evil resides. If it is formed properly, and 
the formation finished, wholesome breac is 
the result. There are, however, two sources 
of danger here indicated, only one of which 
we can at this moment consider—that is, that 
the process is not completed, .rlere is where 
the whole evil of hot bi-ead in all its evil 
shapes reaches its culmination. The changes 
in chemical composition, with the mo.bcular 
structure necessarily connected with them, 
which are required to transform paste into 
dough,donot cease when that dough is baked, 
and has thus become bread.

Or the Fatal Dnel Which Took Place 


Between Burr and Hamilton. 


George Alfrec Townsend in Th& Enquirer. 


Aaron Burr had already fought one due 


there four years previously, ana Gen. I-Iami_- 
ton's slan/nad been milled there in the autumn 
of 1M)1 -ttirough a quarrel that tcjok place in 
a theatre. The young man was shot in the 
right side, a oove the hip, through the body. 
and the ba.l lodged in tae left arm. Like 
his father, he was boated over to the city, 
and died in a few hours after. 


The eminent De Witt C-inton also fough- a 


cuel on this spot aoout two years before 
Hamilton fel with one of Col. Burr's ad- 
herents and twice Wounded his antagonist. 
The cause of Burr's challenging Hamilton, as 
is we 1 known, was tne opposition t je at- 
ter made to his party, the federalists, assist- 
ing Burr to defeat the regu_ar Republican 
candidate for governor of New York, as he 
haa pi eviously opposed the Feceralists elect- 
ing Burr president in p,.ace of Jefferson. 


Burr spent the night before ~he duel writ- 


ing letters, one to his daughter, who was 
married in South Carolina, anf in the morn- 
ing a few of his friends came together at his 
house in what is now Fulton street, and car- 
ried lim to the river shore anc. crossed with 
i.'-i, arriving on the fatal field at half-past 
C o'clock. Burr aimself, with his second, 
t ok off then- coats aiul 'jegan to remove the 
vncerbrus a, and while they were doing so 
Hamilton's party arrived, anc. principals and 
seconds bowed to each other. The distance 
was measurec., ten ,full paces. 
Hamilton 


chose the best position, and hac, "the word," 
and he faced the city of New York, which he 
had seen to grow, partly under his wise 
providence, to je already t ie emporium of 
the now •world. Burr faced the rocks, hara 
as bis destiny was henceforward to be. The 
grandfather of George H. Pendleton, of Ohio, 
gave Hamilton his position, saying: "WL1 
you have the hair spring set.'" 


"Not this time." 
The word was merely "present." Aftert_ie 


first shot from either, the opposite second be- 
gan to count, "one, two, three — fire!" and 
during this recital the fire had to be returned. 
Tbe two eminent men fired almost together, 
and Hamilton's pistol seemed to jave gone off 
involuntarily. Hamilton sank 'down, and 
Burr advancing a step, as if to help him, sud- 
denly turned around, and a friend raised an 
umbrella over jim and hurried him to his 
boat, when he immediately went to New 
York— and to breakfast. 


The ball had struck Hamilton in one of the 
rite and fractured it, passing througl^the liver 
anc diaphragm and lodged in one of tho ver- 
tebrae. 


His countenance assumed a 1 i vid expression, 


and he uttered the words, "This is a mortal 
•wound, doctor," and swooned. If e was carried 
into his boat and rowed over the river, and 
died tlie following day in the afternoon, at the 
early age of 48.
